LONDON,  Sept.  2«.— The  text  of  the 
ireport  of  the  Brltlah  commander-ln- 
^ble<  In    France   followa   In   part: 

"On  Saturday  morning  we  attacked  the 
renemy  «outb  of  La  Baanee  Canal,  to  the 
tcaat  of  Qrenay  and  Ver'nellea.     We  cap- 
tured  hia   trenchea  on   a   front   of   over 
five  milea,  penetrating  hln  llnea  In  aome 
placea  for  a  dlatance  of  4,000  yarda. 

"We  captured  the  weatcrn  outaklrta  of 
MuUuch.  the  village  of  I..008.  and  the 
mining  work*  around  It  and  Hill  No.  70. 
Other  attack*  were  made  to  the  north 
of  La  Baaaee  Canal.  At  nightfall  our 
Aroopa  north  of  the  canal  occupied  their 
l^oaltlona  of  the  morning. 

CNtla  of  too  TaHla 
n^e  made  another  attack  near  Hooge, 
on  either  aide  of  the  MenIn  Itoad.  An 
«ttack  north  of  the  road  auccueded  In 
occupying  the  Bellewaarde  farm  and 
ridge,  but  thia  aubseqiiently  waa  retake* 
by  the  enemy.  In  the  attacka  aouth  of 
the  road  we  gained  600  yards  of  the 
enemy'a  trenchea  and  conMOlliluted  the 
ground  won. 

"The  reports  of  capturca  up  to  the 
present  Include  about  1,700  priHoners  and 
eight  guna,  bealdes  aoveral  machine 
guna,  the  number  of  which  1h  not  yet 
known. 

"Thi«  report  In  Friday's  German  com- 
munication that  we  a(tc«ipted  to  make 
•n  attack  on  the  pr^louH  day  south  i»f 
the  It*)  Baaaee  Canal  and  which  broke 
tfofHl  under  ho«»»He- Ors  Is  falsr.  No 
attack  waa  attempted."

SAN  DlKao,  Cala.,  Sept.  2«.— Eighty 
paaaengers  on  a  Southern  raclfic  Fexl- 
oan  train  weru  thrown  Into  a  car  con- 
taining hay  and  the  car  set  on  Are  by 
a  band  of  YaquI  Indian  dcaerters  on 
Friday,  near  Torren,  Sonora,  arcording 
to  wireless  advices  received  to<lay  from 
Hermoalllo  Via  Quaymaa. 

Only  twenty  paaaengers  have  been  ac- 
counted for  thus  far.  It  Is  believed  the 
remainder  were   burned   to  death. 

The  Indians,  according  to  the  mes- 
Hage  numbered  about  alxty  and  were 
deaerlera  from  the  army.  They  flrat  de- 
railed the  train  running  from  Campa 
Verde  to  Torres,  after  which  they 
placed  all  of  the  passengers,  numbering 
eighty,  moot  of  whom  were  women  and 
children.  In  a  car  containing  hay.  and 
applied   the   torch. 

Torrea  la  a  small  town  on  the  Southern 
raclflc  Railway  about  seventy  milea 
north  of  Ouaymaa  and  a  Junction  point 
of  the  road,  a  apur  line  ranning  into 
the  mining  district  where  ^Tampo  Verde 
Is  located.

British  Repulse  Division  near 
Loos — Battles  in  Continua- 
tion of  Anglo-French  Offens- 
ive Are  Continuing. 


BERLIN',  »ept.  21  (via  London).— A 
repulse  of  a  German  divlalon  near  Loos, 
northwest  of  Lens,  with  considerable 
casualties  and  loss  uf  materiala  in  ad- 
mitted in  the  OeraMUi  offlclal  communi- 
cation made  public  here  today. 

The  evacuation  .  of  an.  advanced^  Gi^.- 
man  pusltlon  north  of  Perthes,  between 
Rhelma  and  the  Amronne  foreat  la  alpo 
admitted  by  the  tfar  Offlce. 

The  communication  says: 

"The  battlea  in  the  continuation  of  the 
Brltlah  and  French  dffenslve  continu(» 
without  bringing  our  salients  any  nearer 
to  their  aim. 

"Un  the  coast  also  British  warships 
have  attempted  to  interfere  by  their  flra. 
especially  on  Zeebrugge,  but  without  re- 
sult 

"In  the  sector  of  Tpres  the  enemy 
suffered  heavy  losses  and  had  no  auc- 
ceaa. 

"OoasUerable  Iio— — ♦' 

"Southwest  of  Lille  the  enemy  suceed. 
ed  In  repulsing  one  of  our  divialons 
near  Looa  from  its  advance  line  of  de- 
fence to  Its  second  line.  Naturally,  we 
had  conaiderable  losses.  Including  ma- 
terial of  all  kinda  enclosed  between  the 
two  positions.  A  counter-sttack  Is  pro- 
pressing  favorably. 

"We  voluntarily  evacuated  the  ruins 
of  the  village  of  Souchex.  Other  at- 
tacks on  this  front  easily  were  repulsed 
with  the  heaviest  losses  for  the  enemy. 

"In  the  struggles  between  Rhelms  and 
the  Argonne,  north  of  Perthes,  one  Ger- 
man division  was  obliged  to  evacuate  It4 
advanced  position  by  a  bombardment  for 
seventy  hours,  and  retire  to  Ita  aeoor.tl 
position,  situated  from  two  to  three 
kilometres  behind  the  first.  However, 
all  attempta  to  break  through  failed." 
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Furious  Attacks  on  Dvinsk  Are 
Being  Repulsed — Austrians 
Driven  Across  Rivers  Near 
Galician  Border. 


LONDON.  Sept.  Z%. — Some  of  the  fler- 
ecst  flghtlng  of  the  campaign  ta  In  pro- 
greso  on  the  Russian  front.  The  Ger- 
mane continue  their  furious  attacka  In 
an  effort  to  drive  the  Roaaiana  out  of 
Dvinsk.  while  In  VOlhynia  and  Oalicia 
the  Ruaaians  continue  to  haraaa  the 
Auatro-Gartnans  who  had  designs  on 
Kiev,  from  which  town  they  now  are 
further  away  than  they  were  a  few 
weeks  ago. 

General  Ivanoff  apparently  la  deter- 
mined to  hold  back  the  Austre-Oermana 
and  hla  efforta  are  meeting  with  a  con- 
siderable measure  of  success.  Ths  fort- 
ress triangle,  which  Includes  I>ubno, 
Rovno  and  I..utsk.  Is  almost  entirely  In 
the  poanenalon  of  the  Russiana. 

In  Gallela  the  Austrians  hare  been 
driven  back  acrooa  the  rivers  which  run 
pai^tlel   to  the  border.

Anglo-French  Armies  Advancing 

Over  Front  of  Twenty  Miles 

PARIS,  Sept.  26.— On  the  Western  front  the  British  and  French  have  captufed  in  two 
days  more  than  twenty  thousand  unwounded  prisoners,  according  to  the  French  ofticial 
communication  issued  tonight. 

The  text  of  the  statement  follows:  ' 

"Our  attack  to  the  north  of  Arras  has  realized  fresh  progress.  We  have  occupied  by 
sheer  force  all  the  village  of  Souchez  and  have  advanced  towards  the  east  in  the  direction  of 
Givenchy. 

"More  to  the  south  we  reached  La  Folie  and  pushed  to  the  north  of  Thelus  as  far  as  the 
destroyed  telegraph. 

We  took  in  the  course  of  this  action  about  a  thousand  prisoners. 

Capture  Powerful  Works 

"In  Champagne  our  troops  continue  to  gain  ground.  After  having  crossed  on  nearly 
the  whole  front  extending  between  Auberive  and  Ville  Sur  Tourbe — ^the  powerful  network 
of  trenches,  passages,  small  forts  and  shelters  perfected  by  the  enemy  during  long  months 
—our  troops  advanced  towards  the  north,  compelling  the  German  troops  to  fall  back  on 
their  trenches  of  the  second  position  from  three  to  four  kilometres  to  the  rear.  The  strug- 
gle continues  on  the  whole  front. 

"We  have  reached  L'Epigne  de  Vedegrange  and  passed  the  cabin  on  the  road  from 
Souain  to  Somme,  and  the  hut  on  the  road  from  Souain  to  Tahure.  More  to  the  east  we 
are  holding  the  farm  of  Maison  de  Champagne. 

Twenty-Four  Field  Guns  Taken 

"The  enemy  suffered  very  important  losses.  He  left  in  the  works  which  he  abandoned 
considerable  material  which  has  not  yet  been  inventoried.  Already  the  capture  of  twenty- 
four  field  guns  is  recorded. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  is  increasing  steadily  and  actually  is  more  than  l6,0do  men, 
not  wounded,  of  whom  at  least  200  are  officers. 

"The  total  number  of  prisoners  captured  on  the  whole  front  by  the  Allied  troops  in 
two  days  is  more  than  twenty  thofisand  men,  not  wounded." 

British  Advancing 

LONDON,  Sept.  26. — British  forces  that  have  assumed  the  offensive  in  Northern 
France  on  Saturday  captured  five  miles  of  German  trenches  south  of  La  Bassee  Canal  and 
fcast  of  Vcrmelles,  according  to  a  report  of  Field  Marshal  Sir  John  French,,  made  public  to- 
day by  the  British  Official  Press  Bureau.  In  some  instances  the  British  troops  penetrated 
the  German  positions  for  a  distance  of  4,000  yards. 

The  British  soldiers  captured  the  Western  outskirts  of  Hulluch,  the  village  of  Loos,  and 
the  mining  works  around  it,  and  Hill  No.  70. 

Gains  Are  Maintained 

"There  has  been  severe  fighting  today,"  reads  the  official  communication.  "On  the 
ground  won  by  us  yesterday  the  enemy  is  making  determined  counter-attacks  cast  and 
northeast  of  Loos. 

"The  result  of  this  fighting  is  that,  except  just  north  of  Loos,  we  hold  all  the  ground 
gained  yesterday,  including  the  whole  of  Loos  itself. 

"This  evening  we  re-took  the  quarries  northwest  of  Hulluch,  which  were  won  and  lost 
yesterday.  We  have  drawn  in  the  enemy's  reserves,  enabling  the  French  on  our  fight  to 
make  further  progress. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  collected  after  yesterday's  fighting  amounted  to  2,600.  Nme 
guns  have  t^een  taken  and  a  considerable  number  of  machine  guns. 

"Our  aeroplanes  today  bombarded  and  derailed  a  train  near  Loff re.  east  of  Douii,  and 
another,  which  was  full  of  troops,  at  Rohutt,  near  St.  Armand.  Valenciennes  station  als6 
was  bombarded."

Saturday's  Struggle  in  Cham- 
pagne Region  Resulted  in 
Capture  of  12,000  Prisoners 
by  French, 


PARIS.  Sept.  2«.— More  than  12,000 
German  prisoners  were  taken  by  the 
French  in  a  terriflc  battle  yeatenlay.  In 
the  Champagne  DIatrlct  of  France,  ac- 
cording to  an  official  atatement  Issued 
this  afternoon  by  the  French  War  I>e- 
par^ment 

"French  troops  penetrated  the  Oi-r- 
man  llnea  along  a  front  uf  flftecn  miles 
and  for  a  depth  at  aome  places  of 
two  and  one-half  miles,"  the  announce- 
ment aaya  Stubborn  (tghting  la  atill 
going  on  today  In  the  Champagne  aector. 

The   text   of   the   statement   follows: 

"In  Artols  we  maintained  during  the 
nighl  the  positions  which  wc  won' yes- 
terday. They  Include  the  Chateau  Do 
Carleul,  the  cemetery  of  Souchcs  •■■nl 
the  laat  trench  the  enemy  continued  to 
occupy  to  the  east  of  the  fortlfled  poi«l- 
tlon  called  the  'Labyrinth.' 

"In  the  Champagne  Region  atubborn 
fighting  continuea  on  the  whole  front. 
Our  troops  penetrated  the  Oerroan  llnea 
along  a  front  of  twanty-nve  kilometres 
(li  milea).  for  a  depth  varying  from 
one  to  four  kilometres.  Our  troopa  In 
the  course  of  the  night  malnUined  all 
the  poaltlona   conquered. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  actually 
enumerated  exceeds   12,000. 

"Except  for  one  surprise  action  of  our 
artillery  on  the  Oerman  works  In  the 
region  of  Launoia.'  In  the  Ran  De  Sapt. 
there  is  nothing  to  report  from  the 
rest  of  the   front." 


Bulgaria,  In  Explaining  Her 
Mobilization  Order,  Omits  to 
Say  She  Will  Not  Attack 
Serbia. 


LONDON,  Sept.  2«.— The  altuatlon  In 
the  Balkana  and  the  Intentions  of  Bul- 
caria  atill  are  surrounded  with  consider- 
able royatery.  Bulgaria,  which  had  heoo 
deflnlteiy  placed  oA  the  side  of  the  Cen- 
tral Powera  as  th«  result  of  recent  news 
from  Sofia,  oflSdally  Infortned  the  Kn- 
tente  Powera  today  that  her  mobilisa- 
tion had  been  ordered  In  the  national 
intereaU  and  that  It  had  not  the  alight' 
est  aggreaaive  character. 

The  Bulgarian  Premier,  M.  Radoslav- 
off,  in  an  interview  with  the  Sofia  cor- 
respondent of  The  Berlin  Tageblatt  re- 
Iterated  his  statanent.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  while  he  said  the  laeaaare  was  not 
directed  agalnat  Greece  or  Roamanla,  ha 
omitted  Serbia,  attacka  on  which  have 
been  considered  to  l>e  the  Intention  of 
the  Hulxarian  Oovernment  in  Its  effort 
to  recover  Maeeiionla.  Such  an  attack. 
It  la  pointed  out.  would  bring  Uroooe 
to  the  aide  of  her  ally  aad  ae  In  the 
laat  Balkan  war.  Greece.  Serbia  and  pos- 
sibly Roumanla.  wutild  be  found  opposed 
to  Bulvarta.' 

RouBuaia  already  liaa  weMlised  and 
Oreaea  ia  Uktng  tiM  aanik  acttoti.  TIm 
eonclusloa.  therefore,  haa  beoa  drawn 
here  that  they  at  least  fear  Bnlaarta 
haa  aggressive  plans  ,  if  not  agalnat 
Orcocc.   then  agalnat  Serbia.

AVIATORS  DIRECT 

FIRE  OR  ALLIES 


Germans  Forced  to  Draw  on 
Reserves  to  Meet  Onslaught 
— Ground  Gained  Is  Held 
and  Consolidated. 


Twenty  thousand  uuwpuaded  German 
prlaoners,  and*  dead  and  wounded  on 
both  atdea  in  numbera  of  which  aa  yet 
there  la  no  estimate,  ia  the  toll  taken 
In  the  first  two  daya'  drive  of  the 
Anglo-French  forces,  who  have  bfgun  a 
great  offensive  movement  against  the 
German  entrenchmenta  along  the  line  In 
the  western  war  aone,  which  extenda 
from  the  North  Sea  to  the  Swiaa  fro". 
tier. 

Two  diatlnctlve  operatlona  aie  undnp 
way,  one  to  the  north  of  Arraa  and  the 
other  In  the  Champagne  Region,  while 
there  haa  been  incessant  bombArdinent 
almost  on   the   entire   front 

Both  the  British  and  French  hava 
been  aueoeaaful,  carrying  trenohea  ex« 
tending  over  a  dlatance  of  twenty  milea 
and  a  depth  varying  up  to  two  and  a 
half  milea.  It  ia  reported  officiollv  both 
from  Paria  and  London  that  th4  «dvan<'« 
Is  still  being  continued,  the  ground 
gained  having  In  a  large  mcaaure  heon 
held  and  consolidated.  The  Berlin  Wat 
Offloe  admits  the  retirement  of  the  Oe"' 
man  forcea  at  varioua  polnta,  hut  mini* 
mlacs  the  reaulta  of  the  engagement.

For  several  weeka  Brltlah  and  Freoon 
artillery  have  l>een  pounding  fiercely  and 
contlnuoualy  at  the  German 'line.  Tho 
forward  movement  of  Infantry  began  on 
Saturday  morning,  When  thousaii4a  of 
Allied  troopa  threw  themselves  agalnat 
th«^  Oerman  trenchea  In  wbieh.  though 
battered  and  torn  by  heavy  ahalla,  the 
Germans  waited,  having  long  expected 
the  onslaught.  Much  of  the  fighting  was 
at  close  range. 

The  heavy  artillery  continued  to  pour 
forth  a  rain  of  heavy  projectilea,  while 
aviators  took  the  air  to  direct  the  fire, 
and  themaelvea  engaged  In  many  corn- 
bate. 

In  addition  to  having  captured  Sou> 
dies,  a  much  disputed  point  of  vantage, 
the  French  have  aucoeedod  In  farcing  a 
passage  of  the. great  aeries  of  trenchea 
and  fortlflcationa  In  Champagne  be- 
tween Auberive  and  Ville  Sur  Tourbe. 
driving  the  Germans  to  the  second  line 
of  trenches,  two  or  three  milea  to  yia 
rear.  This  offensive  still  la  in  progreaa. 
■aonjr  Brawa  tko  Muuurftm 

The  British  gains  have  been  to  tn« 
north  of  Arras.  Thty  have  taken  tii 
town  of  Loos  snd  the  quarrlea  nort'i. 
west  of  Hulluch.  snd  have  compelled 
the  Germans  to  draw  on  their  reaervea 
to  check  the  advance. 

For  the  time  being  the  development 
of  events  in  the  West  have  over- 
shadowe.1  those  In  the  l<:aslern  theatre, 
where  the  Russians  have  stayed  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Austro-Germans  at  many 
polnta.  and,  apparently,  have  aueoeeded 
In  getting  themaelves  well  In  band  for 
further  offensive  and  defensive  opera- 
tlona. 

The  quick  answer  of  Greece  to  the 
Bulgarian  mobilixaUon  probably  haa 
been  a  factor  In  clearing  tho  atmoaphera 
with  reapect  to  Bulgarla'a  Inteationa.

LONDON,  Sept.  26.— The  British  and 
French  armies  have  taken  several 
"Nibbles"  out  of  the  German  lines  be- 
tween Verdun  and  the  Belgian  Coast 
capturing  trenches  along  a  front  of 
abtiut  twenty  miles  and  thousands  of 
prisoners,  eight  guns  and  a  number  of 
machine  guns.  At  Ihe  name  time  Brit- 
ish warships  and  French  and  Belgian 
batteries  bombarded  the  German  posl- 
tions  on  the  coast  between  Zeebrugse 
and   NIeuporl. 

The  orrensivo  which  resulted  In  the 
French  and  British  victories  berfin  on 
Saturday  rnorning.  For  several  weeks 
there  has  been  an  almost  Incessant  bom- 
bardment, which  late  last  week  in- 
creaaed  In  intensity,  particularly  In  the 
sector  where  the  Infantry  attacks  took 
place. 

The  French,  who  are  credited  with 
the  most  Important  gains,,  made  their 
chief  onset  against  the  German  lines 
around  Perthes.  Beausejour  and  Suippea 
In  Champagne,  where  In  December  they 
made  a  considerable  gain  of  ground. 
Saturday's  attack,  however,  gave  them 
possession  of  more  territory  than  they 
had  retaken  from  the  Germans  sinca 
the  latter  dug  themselves  in  after  the 
battla  of  the  Marne.

BERLIN,  Bept.  26.— The  German  offl- 
clal  communication  says  that  after  an 
artillery  preparation  of  great  intensity 
which  at  some  points  lasted  flfty  hours, 
the  expeced  Anglo-French  ofTenslvo  be- 
gun on  the  Western  front.  The  com- 
munication claims  that  the  northern 
British  wing  has  alreadjr  been  repulsed 
and  that  the  Krench  also  have  been^  re- 
pulsed near  Souchez.

"Between  the  railways  of  Tprea. 
Routers  and  Comines.  the  British  at- 
tacked early  thia  morning.  Their  at- 
Uck  on  northern  wing  already  has 
been  repulsed,  after  hand-to-hand  flgrht- 
Ing  before  and   In  our  iHHrttiona. 

"They  are  further  attacking  to  the 
northeast  and  southeast  of  Armentlerea 
and  north  of  La  Bassee  Canal. 

"On  Thurmlay  evening.  «a  has  now 
become  known,  the  French  penetrated 
our  battere<l  down  trenches  near 
Souchez.  We  ejected  them  yesterday. 
The  Krench  again  were  repulsed  yes- 
terday near  8oucliex  aad  on  Iwtb  aides 
of  Neurltle. 

"In  Champagne,  from  Prosnes  to  the 
Argonne,  the  French  atUcked.  but  were 
at  a  majority^ of  points  repulsed.  This 
was  due  In  part  to  our  strong  artillery 
Are.  In  part  alao  the  attacks  collapsed 
a  few  «tet>e  In  front  of  our  ebstrnctlonk 
under  Are  of  our  infantry  and  machine 
guns.

The  last  heard  from  the  Harvard 
wan  at  t  p.  m..  when  the  steamer  was 
In  communication  with  the  Federal 
Wireless  SUtlon  here.  Cspt.  J.  U. 
(Bennett,  one  of  the  owners  of  tne 
Harvard,  said  tonight  that  he 
had  no  feara  for  his  vessel  and  that 
her  silence  since  9  o'clock  was  due  prob- 
ably to  the  wireless  operaitor,  one  of 
whom  Is  always  on  duty,  beinff  asleep. 
He  said  that  the  Harvard  Is  unusually 
well  provided  with  watertight  bulkheads 
and  that  in  the  event  of  a  collision,  even 
If  badly  damaged,  the  vessel  would  float 
for  a  long  time. 

The  Harvard,  which  formerly  ran  be- 
tween New  York  and  Boston  in  conjunc- 
tion with  her  sister  ship,  the  Yale,  U 
a  steel  vessel  of  4,061  tons.  She  was 
built  In  1907.  is  equipped  with  turbine 
engines,  triple  screws,  and  Is  on^  of  the 
fasteiH  steamers  In  the  coastwise  trade. 

HUTTON  CASTLE 

ESTATES  AT  AUCTION 


Lieutenant-Colonel  the  lltght  Honor- 
able Uord  Tweedinouth,  of  tlie  Iloyal 
Horse  Guards,  who  Is  in  France  in  com- 
miin<l  of  Ills  reKlmcnt,  has  decided  to 
offer  his  Hutton  Castle  estates.  Uerwlck- 
on-Tweed,  by  auction.  Considt-rabie 
historical  lnt<:rest  centres  rotuid  the 
castle,  wliloh  Is  an  old  Border  fortress, 
and  In  the  days  of  the  Border  raids  was 
an  Important  stronghold — practically  im- 
pregnable. The  late  I.,ord  Tweedmoutli 
curried  out  the  restoiiVlJuns  to  the  castle 
without  In  any  way  diminishing  its 
ntpdiueval  character.  In  the  Plantagenct 
period,  when  Knglani  f.nd  Scol'and  were 
frequently  at  war,  It  Is  recorded  that 
}-:<l\vard  i-  encamped  with  Ills  army  at 
lluttou  and  the  day  followlnit  took  pos- 
(•esslon  of  the  town  of  Kerwlok.  There 
ar-j  Htlll  many  relics  ht  Hutton  which 
date  back  to  (he  thirteenth  and  four- 
teenth centuries.  Many  old  Iron  cannon 
balls,  at  least  four  Inches  in  diameter, 
have  been  discovered  in  the  trees  in 
front  of  the  Hall.  The  oldest  part  of 
the  building  In  the  square  tower  or  keep, 
which  datoH  back  to  1200,  havln;;  a  pVo- 
Jectlnff  circular  tower,  a  stone  stairway, 
and  a  huge  flrcpluce.  Tradition  speaks 
of  an  undePKround  passage  to  the  ruined 
Castle  of  Kdlngton,  tho  secret  entrance 
of  which  is  suggested  tu  be  behind  the 
lar^e  fireplace,  lately  built  up.  Colonel 
i{ol>ert  Johnston  sold  Hutton  In  1831  to 
»  family  named  Grieve,  -who  sold  It  in 
1K76  to  Sir  Dudley  Coutts  Marjorltanks, 
Bart.,  immedlHtely  descended  from  Sir 
John  ^  Marjorlbanks,  Provosc  of  Kdln- 
burgh  In  181.1,  and  Thjmas  Murjori hanks, 
who  lived  In  tho  rclgn  of  .Mary,  Queen 
of  Scots;  Sir  DudU-y  Coutts  Murjorl- 
baiiks  became  tho  flrst  Baron  Tweed- 
mouth  of  l!:c:iniiton.  The  lands  extend 
to  4,615  acres.  The  sale  was  announcou 
to  be  conducted  In  Kdlnburgh  on  Septem- 
ber 15  by  Messrs.  Curtis  and  Heneon.

ALREADY  AT  FRONT

The  experience  of  the  2nd  University 
Company  of  the  Canadian  oversefls 
forces-  furnishes  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable Instances  in  the  present  war 
of  a  brand  new  organisation  getting  over 
to  France  in  double  quick  time,  aays 
The  Toronto  Mall  and  Empire.
